S OBJECT t Dally Report. 
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^reports that the covert Bulgarian transmitter METAPHOR began 
forecasting the death of Stalin on 5 March. Heaviest emphasis was given to 
the expected replacement of Stalin’s aen through the Red world. Qd 7 March 
the entire program was devoted to his demise, warning the Bulgarian Communists 
that this event sets the stage for a purge of the Chervenkov group at all 
levols. The commentary reviewed Stalin’s ruthless life, the current Kremlin 
struggle, and emphasised its repercussions in Bulgaria. Stalin’s record 
was compared to the liquidation of prewar Communists, especially Rostov, by 
party bureaucrats. Comment pointed up the current intrigues in the BCP in- 
volving Tchankov, Danya nov and Mihailov. The March 3 commentary stressed 
the weak position of the Chervenkov group as a result of the Balkan Pact. 

The radio plans dally features along the lines of the Headquarters guidance 
beginning 10 March. The above themes were the product of the field’s 
iniatlve.

contrast the entente with the impending disunity within Communist 

ranks, the coming purges in Albania and attempt to encourage defection. 
Malenkov will be represented as being an even worse imperialist than Stalin, 
with the result that there will be an even greater degree of slavery for 
Albania. The station will develop rumors of new Hoxha-Shehu rift and give 
the names of probable purgees. The propaganda changes in Albania necessitated 
by the new deification of Malenkov will be made the butt of sarcastic humor.
